POSITION STRONG. 


Discounts September 
Sales Drop Due to 
Earlier Gains 


By JOHN C. WETMORE 

Los Angeles, Dec. 2.— By way 
of introduction to my review of 
September national new car reg- 
istrations published earlier in 
Automotive Daily News, I wish to 
call the attention of some of the 
present weak-kneed calamity 
howlers of the motor industry and 
business men in general to some 
figuring I have been doing with 
some recently published earnings 
of 271 industries during the first 
nine months of 1929. 


Superficially, until they are ana- | 


lyzed, they would seem to give a 
black eye to the magnitude and 


profits of the segregated and ag-| 
gregated automobile trade from the | 


fact that the only industrial group 


showing a loss at the end of the, 
third quarter this year was the au-' 


tomobile and motor truck industry, 
whose loss was 1.93 per cent., 
compared with a 27.04 gain for 271 
industries as a whole. 

In the first place the figures in 
question show automobile and mo- 
tor truck earnings of $323,735,847 
to have been the greatest of all 
trades and far in excess of those of 
Steel and 
763,264. My pencil tells me that 
the fourteen companies of the mo- 
tor car group accounted for 24.2 

r cent. of the total, which was 
$1 '332.464,611, despite the fact that 
these fourteen concerns represented 
but 5.1 per cent. of the 271 total. 

I also find that the aggregate 
earnings of the automotive group of 
thirty-six, made up of automobile, 
trucks, parts and accessories, which 
were $374,270,740, accounted 


28 per cent. of the total, despite | 


the fact that they represented but 
13.2 per cent. of all the industrial 
groups included in the table. Inci- 
dentally, the earnings of the auto- 


movile industry as a whole showed | 


a nine months’ profit of 1.82 per 
cent. 

With all the crepe-hanging now 

oing on, the complete United States 
igures now at hand show that the 
comparative business done by au- 
tomobile merchants in September 
in the face of the super-selling of 
the earlier months of the year was 
by no means discouraging. 

Just what happened in September 
to the most important groups and 
makes is told in the accompanying 
tables, a close study of whose sales, 
gain and loss percentages and com- 
parative ratios to last year totals 
will, I think, be found interesting 
and worth while. 

It will be seen that only five of 
thirteen multi-makers and factory 
pairs scored sales 
those of September, 1928. It will 
also be noted that Ford, General Mo- 
tors. Buick-Marquette, Studebaker. 
Cadillac-La Salle, Marmon-Roose- 
veit and Stutz-Black Hawk showed

the postmaster general, after having 
advertised for bids as required by

Expenditure fer the maintenance 
and operation of government-owned 
motor trucks“amounted to $14,038,- 
800. These trucks were used in 845 
cities, which is an increase of 
ninety-six cities during the fiscal 
year 1929. 

Included under this heading is the 
government -owned  screen-wagon 
service, which is confined to the 
transportation of mail between pes- 
tal stations, railroad stations and 
other mail handling points in 127 
cities. 

The motor vehicle service 
sonnel, on June 30, 1929, consisted 
of 4.403 employees, an increase of 
sixty-three during the year. 

There has been a progressive de- 
crease in the cost of operating vov- 
ernment-owned trucks during the 
past eight years. The hourly cost 
in 1921 was 87 cents, while in 1929 
it decreased to 52.6 cents 

“This reduction has been due en- 
tirely to careful and *fficient 
supervision,” the postmaster gen- 
eral said, “and has been accom- 
plished in the face of additional 
pay for nivtht work and an in- 
creasing salary scale.” 

The department maintains thirty
